By attftrlftfw the ozone layer, the ^ses 
known aj CF6 do a particuiariy insidious 
land of <hunage invi^le to all but (be most 
sensitive insiniments. The worldwide 
movement to ban the manufacture (tf CFCs 
is setting an ottraordinaiy precedent. It is 
the Tirst dme governments have woiked 
together lo meet an enviionmental threat 
.before it became manifest to the naked eye 
3itd before iu effects on himian health aie 
demonstrable in actual illoesses and deaths. 

T«-o years ago in Montreal 31 govern- 
ments agreed to cut in hidf the prodocdon 
and use of chlorofluorocarbmis by the year 
2000. They were responding to the eiddence 
that CFO were eating a hole over the 
Antarctic in the ozone layer which protects 
the planet from harmful radiation. These 
chemicals have become mdely used in 
cleaning, refrigeration and aerosols. 

In the short time since the Montreal 
meeting, the scientific foldings have be- 
come much more explicit and more omi- 
nous. There is a danger ol a similar bote 
over the Arctic. Worse, satellite data last 
year showed ozone loses aD around the 
planet on a greater scale than previously 
calculated. B^ond (be damag e to the oztme 
layer, it also became clear that the CFCs 


were omitributuie significantly to the green' 
bouse effect, nUch will lead over time to 
chai^ in t^ eartii’s climate. 

As tbcM reports have arrived from the 
laboratories, governments have reacted 
with unusual speed. Last Thursday the 12 
governments of the European Community 
decided to adopt a complete ban on CFCs 
by the end of the century. On Friday, 
Pierident Bu&h said tlmi the United States 
would join the ban. Those 13 countries 
produce, among them, more than two- 
thirds of the world's CFCs. 

Sometimes environmental issues seem 
to pit the rich countries against the poor, 
but in this case the cooperation has been 
notable. The first country to ratify the 
Montreal agreement was Mexico. But it is 
also coDspicnous that the only major 
country showing little interest in control- 
ling CFCs has been India. 

The work on CFCs was taquessive both 
for the skill with vriiich the sdentiflc woit 
was organoed and the rapidity wi^ which 
the politicians reacted, lines of communi- 
cation have been formed that will prove 
useful in monitoring and controlling other 
dangers to the planet's environmenL

ment's ofndai aimouncements withrat fear 
of being sued if the charges prove to be 
untrue .An ppellale court reversed, howev- 
er, 0.1 the grounds that only official an- 
ncnincemenu of the Umt^ Slates govern- 
ment are so privileged. 

The newspapOT and the television sta- 
tion filed a petition in Januarv’ asking for 
Supreme Court review, but on Monday that 
petition was denied. Meanwhile, a trial was 
held in Virgii^ at which the six newsptqrers 
were found liable and ordered to pay Mr. 
Lee a total of S90.000. This is a preposter- 
cm state of affairs, not only for the press, 
which .seeks to report events overseas, but 
for the public, the ultimate beneficiary of 


the Hrst AmendmenL which needs and is 
entitled to informatitm. 

If new^rspers are obliged to investigate 
every cbai^ made by a foreigD government, 
those chafes wtD sinply not be rqxRted. In 
this case, presumably, the smaD weddies, 
which him few resources, were esqrected to 
scad underoover agents into the N(^ Kore- 
an spy service to obtain evidence substantiat- 
ing the charges gainst Mr. Lee and others 
brfore printing £e story. Ibat is absurd. 
Why is it wrong to use such material attiib- 
utiiig it to the South Korean govenunent, 
espedally if denials are printed as weiQ? 

Because the Sujnone Court did not actu- 
ally dedde this case but only let the lower 
OQurt opinioa stand, (be ruling is not bindmg 
throu^out the countpr. But it will surdy be 
died by plaintiffs trying to prevent pubra- 
tioo of material bas^ oo irtformatioD from 
governments. If the government <3t the FhD- 
ippioes indicts Ferdinand Marcos, should 
American p^rers be penalized for repmtiog 
the charges immediaiely? If the Thwher 
gov-ernment accuses a group of Americans of 
being gun-runners for the IRA. should the 
American press have to conduct an investi- 
gation bdore repmting that the charges have 
been made? The narrow view strangles the 
free flow of iogrortant infonnatitm. It should 
be revised at the first opportunity.

Pos^ut voices are saying that to be 
a serious i^yer, the United States «rall 
have to br^ with tradition and bor* 
row a bit from its foreiga cmnpetiiors’ 
strata of govemment-industiy coop- 
eration. But the issue remains open. 
Around Washington, senior dBcials 
haw sdzed on HDIV productioa as a 
key to fostering U3. competitive met- 
tle With estiniates ciicnlathm that sales 
could eventually run to SISO bniioo as 
the whole world switches over, it could 
deeply affect employment, trade ac- 
counts and, uldmatdy, national securi- 
ty. th^ contend. So do many trf the 
Wders ^ U.S. dectrontcs industry. 

But U.S. con^anies have yet to com- 
mit themsdves to tte enormous outlays 
of time, money and energy that a fuO- 
blown effon m HDTV would entaiL 
American Tel^hone and Tdegraph 
Co. and Zenith Electr(»ics Co^. re- 
cently announced th^ were seddng re- 
search mon^ firom the Pentagon for a 
joint devdopment program — but it 
was unclear bow far tbi^ would pro- 
ceed on their own if the govenuneot 
turns them dowiL 

For now no one really knows how big 
HDTV will be. There are skqitics who 
say it wiU flop like quadn^ht^ sound 
did in the 1970$. But as Americans 
watch foreign countries push forward 
in their devdopmest programs, many 
U.S. experts fed there is no choice but 
to assume tlmt HDTV vrin be every iHt 
as big as promised. 

. Separate task forces at the White 
House, Federal Communications Com- 
missioa and Commerce Department 
are niq)pnig out pdi^ for the new 
technology. The Pem^on has commit- 
ted S30 mihioo for research, the fitst 
government monqr. Congress has en- 
tered rite fr^, ^ presang companies 
for thdr plans in this field 
“For the United States to compete 
effectivdy, we essentially have tojcm]^ 
start our entry,” said Representative 
Frederidt C Boudier, Donocrat of 
Virgirua, who has drafted legislation 
aiiQ^ at facQitaiing joint productioa.

“Dds has a very major importance in the 
future deanop of hazardous waste,” said Al 
Bourquin, vice president of Ecova Corpn a 
Seatde firm that has been a leader in the fidd.

Notediwlogy at some levd.” 

But bio-iemediation, like many of the newer 
tedmiqnes, still faces couiteule hnrdles in 
gain^ widespread acceptance. Any method 
that is used to clean up a wtete ate must first 
establish a record of effectiveness. Moreover, 
concem about relrasing microbes, espedally 
genetically engineered microbes, abounds. 

“You can end tqi with by-products you don’t 
ejqiect, sometlung worse them what you started 
with,” said Morris Levin, director d the Cen- 
ter for Pubhc Issues in Kotecfaxmlogy at the 
Univeraiy of Maryland and a stqqiorter of 
bio-remediatioa tedmakffies. “So there are

Steel company, located

tem in whiefa water was poured over hot stm 
and the runoff collected in a reservoir.

But unknown to the conmany, the cot^ng 
water had collected hydraulic flmds that cen- 
tred pdychlorinated Npbenvls, or FC^ 
highly toxic orgaw compounds'tbat were used 
in many industrial products until they were 
banned in 1979.

“We met with the eomronmentel agencies, 
and we all agreed th«t riaaning m t]ie PCBs 
should be riven priority,” s^ An Turner, 
man^r of en gin e eiin g and staff services at 
Florida Sud. 

OHM Corp. was contracted to tenld a ra^’

up prefects in the United States, decided what 
to do. 

“We looted at a number of processes for 
fixation, which would have turned the sdl into 
conciete-like blo^” Mr. Turner said. “But 
the EPA doesn't look too favorably on fixation 
of organic chemicals. It wotdd have been the 
chea^t sdutioo, but caily in the tiiort run.” 

Cwpanies are permanently ze^onsiNe for 
waste they create, so if fixation had prob- 
lems later on. Fk^cU Stsri would Imve bad a 
problem, uxi. 

Mr. Turner said that another option was sdl 
washing, a process in wiiich a powerful solvent 
is drained through the seal to dissolve the 
PCBs. But that would have involved bihi^n^ a 
lot of dangerous solvents on the site, vriueb 
themselves wotdd have had to be disposed of. 

A tiurd possibfli^ was to ship the d^ to an 
indneraior or a toxic waste land^ But that 
would have involved iraosporting the material 


700 to 800 miles (1,120 to 1.^ kilometecs) to 
the nearest fadli^ with the risk of higb-li^- 
ity acesdents along the way. And if it were put 
in a landfill, Florida Stttl would have re- 
mained re^wnride fev any fntnre problems.

T he COMPLEXITIES OF waste 
treatment are so daunting that many 
sciatists are now empbarizing the 
need to reduce the amount d waste 
by redeagnmg indnstrial processes rather tfam 
focusing on d^up. 

“Ameiira is still living in the age of waste,” 
said Bnice Fiasedd. associate director of the 
Hazardous Waste Research (^ter at Qaikson 
Uinveisity in Potsda^ New York. “We need 
to isqileinent a new indnstrial triangle 
that anphasizes the need to conserve energy 
and save materials.”

F or several years I have been intro- 
ducins students and friends ta 


X during students and friends to 
CLJL James's book, The Black Jaco- 
bins: Toussaint I’OuvertUEe and the Ssm 
Domingo Revolutioa.” OriginaUy pub- 
lished in 1938. it is a study of the peat 
Haitian slave insurrection that began In 
1791 and was directly mlluenced by the 
ideas and actions of the French Revolu- 
tion of 1789. Readera who do not know 
of the book react with excitement and 
admiration. For in this brilliantly written 
and stirring masterpiece dt lustoric^ 
writing one also encounters a genuindv 
herric as weD as tragic story. Toussaint is 
ppnra>'ed as the other majestic figure 
produced b>' the Preach Revriuuon (Na- 
polten is the first), an illiterate slave 
whose remarkable inteUect and end- 
ues for Iciidership woo freedom for his 
downtrodden people, but wliose failure 
either to take that people into his confi- 
dence or to realistically assess the reali- 
ties of French imperiab'^ brought about 
his defeat. 

Who then is C.LR. James? As Paul 
Buhle's excdlent new biography m^es 
clear, he is a centrally important 20th> 
centuiy figure, a Trinidadian black 


whose life as a scholar of histoiy, politi- 
cal acQviit. cricket player and critic, cul- 
tural maverick, restless pilgrim between 
the West and its farmer colonial posses- 
sons in Africa mid America, is emblem- 
atic of modem eustence itself. The son 
of a schoolteacher father and an unusual- 
ly weU-educated mother, C.LR. (u he is 
^ed) was bom in 1901, and ve^ early 
in life established two of 1^ life-long 
interests, voradous reading (esperially in 
history and the F-n gliA classics) and 
cricket, that most British of games, in 
wluch, however, non-^tish ooloiuals 
have often excelled. As a player. James 
the writer was able to see in cridut a 
metaphor for art and politics, the coUec- 
tive experience providiiig a focus for 
poup effort and individual performance. 
Years later, in his semtiDating memoir of 
his life in oridret. ”Beyoad a Boundaiy” 
(1963), James devoted some of his finest 
pages to [his theme. 


RrrtiesoiL He never accepted Robesoo's 
SuUiust ideas, bat decile tlus the two 
men remmned good fnends, alternating 
the parts of Toussaint and Dessatines 
(lus beuienant) in Janw^s play. 

No wonder that such a man compds 
onr admiration, and no wonder then that 
in many ways he is the patron saint of 
much that is so rich and interesting about 
modem Caribbean writing. Writers as 
diverse as George Lam^P \lfilsaa
